TALL OF THOSE THINGS 
THAT HAVE PASSED IN THE 
Court of France, ſince the 24. of 


Aprill, varill the departure of 
the Ducene mother from 
the King. 


A ceſle of his affaires, and to 
% © reſtific his good Tuſtice to- 
&>>/ wards his ſubies, hauing 
h / cauſed the Marlhall de e4z- 
"3 cre, his wife, and Barbmto 
be arreſted,vpon the cauſes of the troubles of 
his kingdome, preſently called his Councell 
about Rims and iudging of what dangerous 
conſequence it was to haue within his Caſtle 
of the Louure, ſtrange guards, other then his 
owne, hedifarmed the guards of the Queene 
his mother, and entreated her to remain with- 


in her ſelfc,and to keepe her houſe, The Mar- 
: 11; 
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ſhals wife being arreſted after the death of 


her husband, was conducted vnro that cham- 
ber where Monſier the Prince of Condehad 
been kepr, and guarded by certaine Archers 
of rhe Corps du Guard; and in the meane 
time LeSreurde HMaupeon,and Arnavult, ſuper- 
intendants of the treaſurie were appointedto 
take an Inuentorie of his lewels, ſtuffe, and 
papers; who amongſt other preciousrelicks, 

-haue found cerraine bookes of Magick, Vir- 
_ ginparchment, with a great number of Cha- 
" raQters; whereupon ſhe was examined by the 
le Sicars eAubry , and Cafiilk, maſters of the 
\equeſts of the Kings houſe, Vpon which ex- 
amination ſhe was carried to the Baſtille,and 
there had the haire of her head ſhauen, and 
preſently commiſſton was wranted to the Par. 
lament to make and diſpatch her proceſle: 
Barbin who was hid within the ſtables of the 
Quecene mother, was taken & brought homie, 


and kept two daies by the archers of the bo- 


dy,whileſt the ſaid commiſſaries made inuen- 
zorie and defcription ot his papers,where the 


fecret of all the tragedie that ſhould haue bin 


- played was diſcouered,with other things that 
rouched the Stare and the treaſuric ; of the 
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which his commiſſarie and agent had given 


aduice: and after the ſaid Barbin had bin-exa- 
mined,was carried tothe Biſhops fort, where 
he was bur twodaies, and ſince conducted to 
the Baſtile, vntill his proceſle be ready to bee 
made by the Court of Parliament, according 
to the comnuſſion that was giuey, by vertne 
whereof they informed againſt him, As for 
the Kings mother, being in her chamber, his 
Maieſty cauſed her incontinently to vnder- 
ſtand,that hee was hence forward reſolued to 


know his owne affaires, and take knowledge 


of the occurrents of his eſtate: deſiring her

not to meddle any more in his eſtate, but. 


leaue the care to him : his Maieſty further 
prayed herto take'it well, ro withdraw her 
ſelfe,and that he would giue order for her de- 
parture: moreouer,that ſhe ſhould aſſure her 
ſelfe that his Maieſtie would honour her al- 
waics as his mother: which being ſignified, 
andthe Queene remaining in her chamber, 
thoſe that had charge to: condudt her, la- 
boured to accommodate all things for her 
tourney. The Queene had great delire to ſee 
the King before her departure ; ſome daies 
paſſed in going and comming betweene, to

find ſome faire and ſure meanes for this inter- 
uiew ; the Queene had great delire to aske the 


reaſon of this vnexpeced change, & to ſhew 
yntothe Sing that ſhee neuer had any other 
end, but his ſeruice, hoping thereby to ob- 
lige himco a continuation of his former au- 
thoritie. The Councell onthe other (1de, al- 
chough his Maicſtic had taken an immoue- 
_ able reſolution, and was therein fortified. by 
the apprehenſion of the hazard hee had for- 


&. merly rao into: Neuerthelefle the charmes of 


nature being ſuch, thatitis almoſt impoſlible 
for men to reſiſt , muchmore.ſuchas haue nor 
as yctattained riper yeeres, (the Mates 11 ge- 
nerall, and each in particular, deſiring no 
more to liue voder the law of a woman }. 


Itwas concluded that his Maicſty ſhould - 


fcethis ſaid Lady-mother, in preſence of the 
Lords of the Councell,and that the ſaid Lady 
ſhould ſpeak only ſuch words as thould be a- 
greed vpon, and that ſhould bee giuento her 
in writing ; andthatthe King alſoihould an- 
{were onely that which was concluded vp- 
on. In the meanetime it was reſoltied thatthe 
Princeffes, and ſome.Ladies of the Court 

ſhould hauc leaue to fee the ſaid Queene- 
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mother, which was alſo done. 


TheKingthen aſſigned the third day of 
May forthe departure ofthe QueeneÞ 15 MO- 
ther,and alſo for his owne, and the Dales: 
his wife, to Boys de Vincennes; this being noi- 

ſed and bruted ouer all Paris,his Maieſty y Was 
viſited by all the ſocieties of the ſaid Citie, 
who attended by Mouuſeiur the Duke 42 
Longueutlle, and a greatnumver of Lords and 
Gentlemen, recciued the Orations which 
were made ynto him. 

Firſt, the Parliament devuted Meffienr at 
Yerdun the chicfe Prefid pt, Doſermbray, and 
"i, janlepter Brditenay, and Martzer, Conttin, 
Pelletier, and other Counieilors, who being 
arriued atthe Louurcyia the Counſel chiber, 
where his Maieſty was {fitting with the reſt 
of the Lords of his Counſel!. 

The aid chiete Preſident ſpeaking in the 
name of all the Companie praiſed wonder- 
fully his Maieſty,for his great courage,tor his 


\ pruzence and good iultice, deteſting with 


great ychemencie the memorie of the Mar- 
queſle d ?Ancre, the ations of his wite, their 
il deſi ignes and gouernment. 


Shewing that the Quoenes -mother _ 
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of her owne nature good and well affteio-. 
nated to the good of the King, and of the 
State, had been abuſed by yaknowne Magi- 
call arts ; thatthe ſimplicity of their ſexe had 


been ſurpriſed and deceiued by the ſubtilty of | 


thole decentfull ſpirits;thatit was exculable in 
a woman, as much as it was puniſhable in a 
man ; and that it was a thing greatly to be pi- 
ried,to ſee that ſuch a Princeſle ſhould be car- 
ried away by people of no worth; that the 
death ofthe Marquelle was the more praiſe- 
* worthie,by how much the more it was moſt 
neceſlarie ; that his Maieſtie had gottenim- 
mortall glory, for ſo. cauſing himlſelfe tobee 
knowneaKing and Maſter ; that the Court 
hadcharged himto aſſure his Maieſtie of their 
hible ſeruices,cach onein their particular, & 
of their fidelity;that hauing ynderſtood ot his 
departure, they rendred themſelues before 
him,to recetuethe honour of his commande- 
ments,and to know what they ſhould doein 
ts abſence. After this hee approched and 
{pake ſomewhat lower, of otheraffaires, as it 
is ſuppoſed,concerning ſome declaration-a- 
boutthe Princes; andthe Proceſle of the ſaid 
Marſhall,his wifc,and Barbin.. 
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His Maieſty hauing heardthe Oration,an- 


ſwered, thatalthough hee was nor bound to 
render an account of his actions to his. 


ſubic&s ; neuertheleſſe hee deſired to giue 


_ them light of that which had Jately paſled, 


which he wiſhed to make known to his Parlia- 
ment. Itis long fince( ſaid his Maieſty ) that 
I haue percciued the diſorders, into which the 
inſolence of the Marqueſle 4 Ancre hath 


plunged my eſtate by his vnmeaſurable am- 
ES by the oppreſſions which my peo- 


ple haue ſuffered; and of the purpoſe hee had 
ro exterminate the Princes,and to enterprize 
ypon my perſon, and ypon my brother of 
Orleans: I had hitherto diſlembled it, eſtee- 
ming that my patiegce; hauing complained 
oft times to the Queene my mother, might 
hauediuerted and contained them wirhin the 
limirs of their dutic : notwithſtanding this, 
and againſt my faich giuen, afterthe peace of 


Loudan, heecauſed my couſin the Prince of 


Condyeto be impriſoned, chaſed the other 
Priaces,cauſed me violently to goto my Par- 
liament todeclare them guiltie, the Queene 
my mother forcing meto it: I carried it with 
impaticncic, and did fignific as much ynto 
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him, bur the Marqueſle ceaſing not for all 
thisro continue his firſt ations, adarefled an. 
arniie againlt my couſin ds Longueuilie,who 
Was imployed! inmy ſeruice at Peron, by his 
preſence hinaring the ſtrangers, which the 
ſaid Marqueſle had commanded to enter, 


fromthe poſſeſſion of that place: .after this he 


wetinto Normidy,ceazed onthe beſt places; 
ſet Garriſons voknowne to me; ;people of his 
own taction,the moſt part ſtrangers,fortified 
Onleberf againſt my wil, & the comand ofthe 
Parliament of Roan; wroged my Nobility, & 
althe ofticers prepared armies to oppreſle the 
Princes; one againſt my couſ the Duke of 
Reners; the other againſt my brother of 
Vendoſme, and againſtmy couſin de Mayen: 
againſt whoſe Fin hee p :lotted an CNterprize: 
ned {trangers,and cauſed to enter into my 
kingdome 3500, Wallons of Liegeois, for 


_ theſafety of hisprivate perſon, all the which 


_ - 


h-c1 payed vpon my expences, and my peo- 
p lez-b2nauing himſelte as Soueraigne King, 
vasalwaies fol owed and accompanied bet- 
terinen my ſoffe: ; hauing been {ſo bola as to 
take the Suiſzers 6fm 7 guard, & tocloth the 
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robbed my treaſuric,& giueE my farms to who 
he thought good,tor ſuch a-price as he would 
himſelte;hath engaged the.taxes of Norman- 
die, andout of my moneys paydthe Penſio- 
naries that he kept about him: Since the death 
of the King my tather he hathdrawne of that 
my treaſury we laid vp, twelue or fifteene mil- 
lions of pounds : and at his death there was 
found within the pockets of his hoſea ticket 
for vineteene hundred, feuentie three thou- 
land pounds ro be afſhgned to Bedean, Ca- 
mus and other his complices.| had notwith- 
ſtanding coucred all this, and maty other 
things which are too long to tell you;as the 
expulſion of my ancient Othcers, who had 
ſerued the deceaſed King my father,topur his 
creatures intheirplaces;and forced my lelfe 
to counterfeit the childe,vnril} L was aduerti- 
ſed and affured hee had platted againſt my 
owne'perſon, and had-made a ſcrok of {ixtie 
or cightie of my prmcipall ſeruants and Oth- 
cers whom he would havemurthered, which I 
haue now in my-cuſtodie; as alſo another of 
the names of them,whom he would haue cha- 
ſed out ot my kingdome, wherein'was com- 
B 3 prized

prized a part of my Parliament : then for the 
neceſſitie of my eſtate and perſon, I cauſed 
him to be arreſted, intending to haue giuen + 
him vp into your hands to haue had iuſtice 
executed on him; but his inſolencie hauing 
cauſed him to forget his duty, and deſpiſe my 
commandements;without reſpe@hauing put 
hand to his ſword within our Court againſt 
Mounſier V:try, he was (laine, whereot I am 
notmuch ſorry,but onlythat you could nor 
pro-cede in Iuſtice againſt him, asI deſired; 
but I will haue youmake Proceſle on his dead 
body, and againſt his wife and Barbry, about 
one of which hath been found characters to 
worke.my death, andto hold my mother al- 
watcs tied to her will: the other was author of 
al thoſe bad counſelsthat we hauec ſeene effe- 
ed. Whereuponl haue made you out a ſpee- 
die Commilſsion, with reuocation of the de- 
claration that you had ratified againſt the 
Princes ;I haue ſent for them, and they haue 
done nothing bur for the neceſsitic of my ſer- 
uice, and ſauegard of their owne liues ; you 
ſee their obedience and affections by their A 


ready returne;goc anddoc your charges, and. 


rememe

remember I am your King, I will mainraine 
ou alwaies,and will haue care of you; ſerue 
me well,l will be your good King. 

The Depurics after theſe words retired, 
and incontinently entred Monfieur N:coly 
chiefe Preſident of the chamber of Accomprts, 
aſſiſted by many Officers thereof; who after 
due ſalutatios tothe King,ſpake ſoftly almoſt 
the ſame in ſubſtance as the ſaid L.Sieur a /er- 
danthen he ſpake ſomething concerning diſ- 
orders inthe Treaſurie,andintreated his Ma- 
ieſtic to prouide ſome remedie againſt it.His 
Maieſtie ſaid to him, that hee rooke in good 
part the reſtimonie of his affke&ion and the 


ſaid Chamber for the good of his ſeruice; and. 


that hee would haue care to maintaine it, and 


that they ſhould doe their dutie asthey had 


done hitherto; that hee knew that in the faid 
Chamber there were Officers, which were Pen- 
fionersto the Marquiſe; that hewould forger 
what was paſſed: but hedefired, rhat hereat- 
ter his Officers ſhould be ingagedto none 0- 
ther then to himſelfe;that he ſaid cheſe things 
to them, to the end they might make them 
known totheir company; thar he would giue 
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order to his -ouncellchatthe abuſes that had 
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creptintq his affaires thouſd be remedied by 
good 2aduice & coundtell ; moreouer concer= 


ning that which Pati. v0.92 the death of rhe

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knownetc the afiunuiy o! bis pal '2ment. 

As loone a: ine Racers 2 inecamoerof 
A ccompts wen? 011, thereenined the Cfhicers 


_ ofthe Court of Aide a onpoleAiMonins 
Cheuallicr chicfe Prefigent, and otherPref1- 


dents and Counlellors; who being come neere 
his Maicſtie,the (Lit hd Chen ſpakein 


Aſuch fort, that he was admirea of al there pre- 


ſent : ets -14.41ng that actionof his Maieſtte, 
his reſolution and courage; he complained of 
the gricſe the King had Jad ſo long to hide 


his cood motions, "and praiſed God who had 


preſerued him from ſo many perils andha- 
zards,into which the Marquiſe 4"Ancre would 


_ hauecaſthim;thatone mighteaſily tudgethar 


hee onely was the cauſe of all thetrouble of 
France, ſeeing that as ſoone as he was dead, 
peace was madezand that the death of one on- 
ly man hath preſerucd the life of 100000,that 
{ſhould haue diced in theſe commotions ; and 
inuited the Princes and Lords,and all France 
to Pray to God tor his Maieſtie, andneuer to 
Tg. Is 
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depart from his ſeruice: as for themſelues in 


particular, they did proreſt they would dye 
a thouſand deaths, rather Fred they would 
faile in their fdelitie and ſernice. 

The ſaid Sieur Preſident exaggerated his 
diſcourſe with ſo many faire words, vttered it 
with ſucha graue and great authoritie, thar 
hee was admired: neither is this glorie to bee 
enuied him,ſecing heis one of themoſt com- 


pleat & ſufficient me of this age. His Maicſtic 


| teſtified what great contentment he receiued, 


and what a ſpecial affection he bare'ro the 
laid Sicur Preſident Cheuallier,whom hee ac- 
knowledged tohaue no otherend butthis ſer- 


"vice; and commanded them to continue in 


their fealtic and to difcharge their places. 
The Clergy camethither alſo,and the Pro- 
voſt of the Merchants followed; who allo 
brought the King like content, as the- others 
did. And becauſe the houre of departure ap- 
proched, his laid Maieſtic aſſiſted with Meſ- 


fieurs de Syllery Chancellor of France & Na- 


uarre,du Vair Keeper of the Seales, deYilleroy, 
de Gefures, Fanin, and a few other, went to the 
Queene his mother to rake his leaue, clothed 
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14 
in a white doublet, skarlet hoſe, and boots on 
his legs,he entred into her chamber,and draw- 
ingneere to her, he ſaid: Madame, | come hi- 
ther to take my leaue of you, and to afſure you 


that] will haue a care of you as ofmy mother; 
| T haue deſired to caſe you of the paine you 


haue taken in my bulineſles, it is time you 
ſhould reſt you, and that ſhould vndertake 
them. My reſolution is.toſuffer none; but my 
ſelfetro commaundin my kingdom,lam King 
at this preſent,and ſo will ſtill be. 1 haue gluen 
order for al things neceſlary' for VOUT yolage, 
and commanded / uree to accompanic. you, 
you ſhall heare further from me when you 
come to Blois. Adiew Madame, loue meas 
your.ſonne, and I will be a ggod ſonne to 
you. 
 Shemaking great obeyſance,with tearesin 
hereyes, ſpake ſome words concerning the | 
care ſhe had had of his perſon and affaires | 
dvring her Regencie;ſhe praicd his Maieſtic 
to rememberher pains and trauailes, and that 


ſthewas his mother. Thus deſirous to haue 


continued her diſcourſe, and to haue deman- 


ded a reaſon of that which was palled , his 


Maicſtic 1 
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Maicſtie kiſſed her, and with greatreuerence 
rooke Jeaue of her, and retired with his ſaid 
Counſell, | 
His Maicſtic returving to his chankes, 
went into his wiues chamber, and there dined 
with her, ſhewing ſo cheerefull and royall a 
countenance,as was neuer ſcene before. 
The Queene mother haſtened her dinner 
in the meane time, and incontinently rooke 
her Coach, and with her followers went out 


ofthe Court,all blubbered with weeping. 

TheKing and the Queene were atthe win- 
dowes,and ſtirred notthence rl] all the traine 
was gone. 

Soone after the King and Queene tooke 
their Coach , accompanied with the ſaid Sicur 
F Longuenille,and a great number of Nobles, 
and went to Vincennes, where the Princes met 
them, with Monſieur the Preſident /e Fay, to 
reſtifie their obedience to his Maieſtie, from 
whom they receiued all contentment. 

The Queene mother went out of Paris 
with much company, ſhe had all her officers 
and her ordinary traine, the company of her 


| Guards, and the Kinogslight Horſemen all 
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the Princes and Ladies ofthe Court,and many 
of the Citie conducted her rwo or three miles, 


the ſtreeres of Paris were full of people to ſee 
her paſle by. 


Bur this departure of the Queene mother 


following that aGtion fo freſh in memorie, 


which had giuen \uchYontentmentto the peo- 
ple,it couid not be diſcerned that any one 1n 
the towne was diſpleaſed for the abſence of 
the ſaid Lady; not that the was not bewailed, 
but becaule the ioy of the former ation ſmo- 
thered the preſent griefe, 'T his thus paſled, 
there were nothing elſe but aggrauations a- 
2ainſt the memorie of the Marquiſe d"Aucre 
and his wite, as the only authors ottheſe 
troubles of France. And thus haue 
you in briefe the ſumme ofal 
thatis hitherto palt.
